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Wings against Sieam. 

[From London Times, JulyUth, 1877. j 
Yesterday there was a race from Dover 
to London, between the continental moil 
express train and a carrier pigeon, convey- 
ing a document of an urgent nature from 
the French police. The pigeon, which 
was bred by Messrs. Hartley & Sons, of 
Woolwich, and "homed" when a few 
weeks old to a building in Cannon street, 
city, was of the best breed of homing 
pigeons, known as the "Belgian voyag- 
eurs." The bird was tossed tli rough the 
railway oarriogo window by a French of: 
fidial as the train moved from tho Admir- 
alty pier, tho wind being west and the at- 
mosphere hazy, but with ttio sun shining. 
For upwards of a minute tho carrier pig- 
eon circled round to an altitude of about 
half a mile, and then sailed away towards 
London. By this time tho train, which 
carried tho European mails, and was tim- 
ed not to stop between Dover and Camion 
street, and got up to lull speed, and was 
proceeding at tho rato of UU miles an hour 
towards Louden. Tho odds at stinting 
seemed against tho bird, and the railway 
officials predicted that tho little messen- 
ger would be beaten in tho race. The 
pigeon, however, as it ascertained its 
bearings took the neareat homeward route, 
in a direction midway botweeu Maidstone 
and Sittingboumo, tho distance "as tbo 
crow flies" between Dover being 70 miles, 
and by rail 70^ miles. When tho contin- 
ental express came to Camion street sta- 
tion the bird had been home 20 minutes, 
having beaten Her Majesty's royal mail 
by a time allowance representing 18 
milos. 

Lord George Hamilton, in his speech 
on tho Indian Budget in the British 
Parliament, recently, gave the follow- 
ing interesting particulars of tho 
growth of the export trade of India in 
wheat: In 1872-3 tho quantity of wheat 
exported was only 320,000 cwt. In 
1875-0 it amounted to 2.15G.OU0 cwt., 
and in 187G-7 it rose to .1,830,000 cwt. 
This marked increase in tho produc- 
tion of wheat has also had a very bene- 
ficial effect upon tho railway traffic in 
India. Tho net earnings of tho Indian 
railways for tho second half of 1870 
were $2,890,000 greater than for the 
corresponding period of 1S75. Other 
industries in India are also being de- 
veloped with great rapidity, tho prin- 
cipal among them being tho growth of 
tea and of the chincona plant.

THE DRY DOCK. 

In the course of u low months tho Pro- 
vince will be brought face to faco with 
tho stupendous undertaking known as tho 
Esquimau Dry Dock. Tho cofferdam 
contract will bo completed before tho end 
of the current year, and then tho advisa- 
bility of proceeding with tho dock as a 
purely Provincial work will have to be 
oonuidered. In enterprises that involve 
a large outlay of capital it is well to pro- 
ceed with caution. Individuals," they Do 
wise always count the cost of an enter- 
prise before they embark in it; and a Gov- 
ernment, which is an aggregation of in- 
dividuals, Bhould surely not assume re- 
sponsibilities that are likely to absorb tho 
revenue of the country for many years 
without carefully considering the advan- 
tages and disadvantages that are likely to 
result from the adoption of a particular 
lino of policy. Tho gravest complaint 
tho country urged against the Govern- 
ment that immediately preceded tho pre- 
sent, was its incorrigible habit of assum- 
ing heavy pecuniary obli 
possessing a clear id'- ••>' 
<?oiuf? to extricate 
Tho indulgence of this habit jeopardised 
tho treaty rights of the Province, and 
virtually placed it in the hands of Canada 
Had the then Government kept out of 
Canada's financial dutches at that critical 
period, there would have been no broken 
railway term to mourn over to-day; and 
had tho buuio Government noted with less 
precepitanoy and more judgment in ar- 
ranging the details of its drydook scheme, 
it must be clear to the most ordinary 
eoinproheusiou that either tho work 
would have been well advanced, or the 
Province would r.ot have been betrayed 
into an expenditure of 8190,000. Now, 
all are agreed that thoro ought to bo a 
drydock at Esquimalt; that a dock is the 
one great want of a harbor which, as far 
as nature could make it, is perfection, 
Ages ago nature, as if anticipating nn era 
of commercial prosperity, scooped out of 
tho solid rock at Esquimalt a cove which 
tho best engineering -skill now proposes 
to utilize for the purposes of a first class 
graving dock. When nature has done 
so much towards the accomplishment of a 
gre.it aud necessary work, is it unreason- 
able to ask that man should do a little? 
By reason of its geographical position, 
tho absence of bais, shoals, rocks, and 
dangerous narrows, and tho ease with 
which it can be entered at all hours of the 
day or night, Esquimalt has been selected 
M the naval station of tho North Pacific 
As it i* the first good harbor north ot San 
Francisco, and tne only harbor lying on 
or near tho the Straits oi Puca that is 
perfectly safe from all winds, it must ever 
command a large and increasing trade, and 
shortly become the commercial enlreport of 
of the British Pacific. Situated in the track 
of ve^suls bound up or down tho Sound 
it is the first poit that a disabled vesstl 
seeking sh -Iter or repair would make. 
Within tho past twelve years many ships 
in distress h i4 vo sought Esquimalt as a 
harbor of refuge from tho buHVtings of 
the feuipe-t; and had there existed there 
a graving dock where repairs could have 
been effected the number of ships seeking 
repair would have been larger. The 10 
venue from merchant vessels thus circum- 
stanced woohl bo considerable, although 
tho dock might not. for several years, 
prove self-supportiog. Wo refer to the 
vuluo of the dock for commercial pur- 
poses. Its importance to the Imperial 
Government as a place of repair for ships 
of war "in tne piping time of peace" 
would bo groat. Its value as a place of 
repair for ships of war intime of actual 
hostilities would be incalculable, Under 
the Geneva Arbitration a war vessel may 
remain only twenty-four hours in a for- 
eign port, and then she is allowed to co d 
aud revictual only. Should *bo have en 
gaged an enemy and require repairs, or 
should sho have sprung aleak, sho can- 
not be docked. Shoe 111 receive no am- 
munition or other warlike materiel. She 
must either put to sen to encounter al- 
most certain destruction or dismantle. It 
the Hfiht of tli - Khali and the Amethyst 
with tho Peruvian rebel ram Hnascur hail 
result) d in the disabling of one or both of 
Her .Majesty's ships, they might have re- 
paired at Sun Francisco or at any other 
foreign port; but had tho light been the 
result of War between Great Britain and 
Peru Her Majesty's ships could have re- 
paired only at a British port. What 
facilities are possessed by any British 
port iu the Pacific for the rep tir of a war- 
ship? None whatever. So that a con- 
temptible little iron l ox, carrying a heavy 
gun audb ring ut her prow a r un, might 
have it in her power to disable a noble 
frigate like tno Shah and place it out of 
her power to engage in active hostilities 
duriug the continuance 01 a war, simply 
for tne reason that there are no convoni- 
enees nt E-'qnimalt where she could be 
mado seaworthy again! 

L'bis is a grave mailer; and due which 
cannot be too slionuou-ly urged upon the 
attention of the Imperial Government by 
the British Columbian Government. The 
cofferdam underway at Thetis Cove is 
the first step towards the construction of 
a drydock (after Imperial plans) capable 
of taking on tin- largest ironclad in the 
Royal Navy. Towards the cost of the 
construction of that dock the British Ad- 
miralty propose to pay £50,000 on tho 
completion of tho work, Under tho chang- 
ed state of its relations with Canada the 
Province is required (most unfairly, wo 
think,) to provide tho remainder of the 
sum necessary to build the dock. About 
8190,000 has been already expended (or 
will have been expended when the coffer- 
dam is handed over by the contractors) 
ami at least §700, 000 additional will bo 
necessary to complete and equip thodock 
We need' scarcely point out that this Pro- 
vince has no marine. Croat Britain, on 
the other hand, has large war and mer- 
cantile navies, representatives of which 
frequently 10-oit to those waters. The 
plain contention, therefore, is that this 
Btrugglh g Province- cannot provide for 
the construction of the dock, from any of 
the h tiroes now at its oommaud, without 
ill vol v n ( itsulf in serious tinftueial diffi- 
culties which we do not believe the ooun- 
tn i prepared to submit to. Tho graut 



Its proportion to the actual sum required 
for the dock is too small, and tho financial 
burthen that would ho thrown on the 
weak Bhouldera of tho Province more than 
it could bear. We believe tho province 
would gladly consent to carry a consider- 
able portion of the loud, or that it would 
consent to contribute fta ita quota the cof- 
ferdam, with the machinery and cement 
on hand, or wore tho Imperial grant 
supplemented wilh ^50,OCU in addition to 
tba sum already promised, that tho Pro- 
vince would give substantial guarantees 
fur the early completion oi' tho graving 
dock in accordance with tho original 
plans; but it would bo nn act of supreme 
folly to try and work impossibilities 1 
hopelessly mortgage tho future 
country in tho attempt,

The correspondent says he under- 
stands that Servian intervention is now 
certain and says the activity of the 
Turks at Plevna in sending out cavalry 
roconiioissuuces seems as though they 
had some intention of taking tho of- 
fensive. 

Vienna, Aug. 20.— A telegram from 
Galatz, sttitos seven thousand Turkish 
or Egyptian troops have disembarked 
at Haliua and aro inarching on Toll- 
sehn, which is weakly garrisoned. Tho 
Turks from Silistna tiro said to be 
marching against Liberuavadu and tho 
Russians to bo hastening to Ismail 
where reinforcements are expected. 

A telegram from A.thom states the 
ministry havesont orders to fortify the 
•ckief forts with all speed. Similar 
orders have been given respecting the 
preparation of men-of-war. 

Berlin, Aug. 20— Gorman representa- 
tions to the Porte in reward to tho atroci- 
ties committed by Turkish troops are 
based on tho Geneva Convention which, 
according to German views, binds belli 
gerents to observe its promises towards 
each other, Mid gives neutral j oWors the 
right to insist on iis faithful obscrvanc ■>,

Constantinople, Aug. 20— The Servian 
diplomatic agent hero declares that Sor- 
via has no knowledge of any intention on 
tho part of Russia to send an army 
through Servia.

London, Aug. 20— A dispatch from Ca- 
na says there is a panic there. Two Turks 
havs been murdered and their compatriots 
demand revenge, Ihe Turks oame to 
town armed, despite tho Governor's pro- 
hibition, and the situation is considered 
critical . 

Chicago, III., Aug. 20 — The Tribune's 
Loedou special says there in indication 
thst OsBiau Pasha will soon take) the of 
fensive.

Tho Turks before Plevna aro 
making cavalry reconnoisunce in various 
directions; they fired convoys of provi 
sions and ammunition captured in their 
roar. 

Tho independent Russian cavalry expe- 
dition consisting of tbe 4th division has 
been sent to cut off communication cf 
Osman Pasha's army with Bopha. The 
Turks are showing some activity, and 
Oim. Zimmt-rman's corps is about to bo 
attacked in Dobindaeha. The lauding of 
the Egyptian brigade near Suliiia- leads to 
the inference that Zimmerman is in 
Dobru Ischa with a larger force than wai 
intended to bo left there and shows the 
effect of bolder counsels in Constanti- 
nople. It is likely wo may shortly hear 
of heavy lighting by this division of the 
army, which has hitherto been compara- 
tively disengaged. 

EGYPT. 

Alexandria, Aug. 20. — In formation 
from Massowah confirms tho report 
that Colonel Gordon has suppressed 
the insurrection in Darfar without 
bloodshed. Col. Gordon is expected at 
Seunait immediately to negotiate peaco 
with Abyssinia. Tho King has sent an 
amicable letter accepting an interview. 



n lively fusilade. When thoy enmo with- 
in a short distance of tho Turkish line' 
they dashed forward and swept in on the 
nstoniBhed Turks with an impetuosity 
that overcame all resistance. After a short, 
sharp struggle the Turks wore driven out 
of their entrenchments at bayonet point. 
Thoy retired suddenly on their socond 
lino under cover of a brisk cannonade 
which kept tho Russians at a respectful 
distance. Tho second Turkish lino being 
extremely strong and completely dominat- 
ed by heavy battories 011 some heights in 
tho rear, the Russians did not make any 
attempt to capture them. Tho attack was 
really a feint intended to keep tho atten- 
tion ' of tho Turks occupied whilo a 
movement of great strategic importance 
was being carried out in another direc- 
tion. Constant fire was kept up during 
tho greater part of tho evening, but to- 
wards night the Russians retired to their 
former position, according to tho plan 
already determined on. Tho engagement 
laded 8 hours and the loss on both sides 
was heavy. The Russians had 804 moti 
killed, and tho Turks aro reported toliavo 
bad 1500 men killed. 

New York, Aug. 21.— Tho World's Lon- 
don special says Grant has sent word to 
Garibaldi that ho should bo very glad to 
visit Caprera during the autumn.

Nut Yoke, Aug. 21.— Tho Herald's cor- 
respondent with the Turkish army in Bul- 
garia teh graphs that a junction lias been 
effected by all tho forces under Mehomc-t 
Ali and Sulieman Pasha at Startarger, 
Tho Turkish oommandere resolved to of- 
fer battlo to tho Russians. Grand Duke 
Nicholas has assumed personal command 
of tho tho Rusaiau forces, and altogether 
there will be over 280,000 men engaged. 

A telegram from Mukhtar Pasha ro 
ceivcel in Constantinople gives Turkish 
losses in Saturday's battlo as 130 killed 
ard 389 wounded. The Russian loss as 
1,500 killed. 

London, Aug. 20. — The Gorman Squad- 
ron has gono to Salonica in consequence 
of the release of the oflieials implicated in 
the murder of the Consuls. The Powers 
at tbe request of Germany are reported 
to have agreed upon a common protest to 
the Forte concerning tho release of the 
murderers, 

Constantinople, August 20. — Count 
Zichy has assured the Porte that Austria 
has not altered her policy relative to Ser- 
via. The Torto is preparing winter 
clothing for troops and taking other 
measures iu anticipation of a winter cam- 
paign. 

London, Aug. 20. — Telegrams from 
Sera and Cettltlje states that tho Monte 
ncgrins have carried tho last outworks of 
Nicsio, and are pushing through the town 
towards tho fortress, A strong Turkish 
force, mostly irregulars, estimated by 0110 
account at 10,000, is hastening to relieve 
the besieged 5,000 Montenegrins have 
gone in tho direction of Kestact to oppose 
the Turkish advance. 

Vienna, Aug. 20 —Kossuth has issued 
a proclamation to tho Hungarians urging 
Austro-Hnugary to come to an undor- 
st aiding with the Porte as to the extent 
of cone Siions to Christians, which can 
bo made without compromising tho in- 
tegrlty of tho Turkish Empire. He says 
that on basis of this arrangement an alli- 
ance with the Porto ought to bo conclud- 
ed. Russia should thou bo called upon 
to terminate the war.

John Elliott, being duly sworn, paid, 
that ho went up to the Royal Hospital on 
or about tho Sth of April lust to got ad- 
mitted as a patient; Dr. Davie examined 
him and said: Do yon expect to como in- 
to the hospital with that complaint ? ho 
said yes! and that if ho( Dr. Davie) thought 
ho came to bum on the hospital ho would 
givo him §25 before any moro questions 
wore asked. Dr. Davie said, "oh! never 
mind, we will take anything you can give 
for the benefit of the institution." After 
the examination ho (witness) wont out- 
side tlio ward and Alexander MoNab 
came to him and said: "I will take that 
mono}'' now," and asked whether that was 
all tho money ho had, (referring to tho 
§25,) add said that if ho (witness) had no 
more thau that he (MoNab) did not wish 
to take the wholo of it. Tho witness gava 
him the §25, saying that ho, could easily 
Bparo that. As MoNab was leaving ho 
said that the initiation feo was 840. On 
consideration the witness thought it woll 
to givo him tho temaining 815, whicb he 
did only a short time after, making in all 
$40. Witno.-s told soveral persons who 
came to see him the conditions ou which 
he sntored tho hospital. 

Alexander MeN.ib last Saturday, while 
witness was laying in bed, came to the 
door, and he (witness) said: Well, Alex- 
ander McNab, you have got yourself into 
a nice scrape about that money; ho (Mc- 
Nab) commenced to say: '"Don't you ro- 
collect my having offered to givo you tho 
money back ?"; he (witness) said no! ho 
know nothing about it, at any rate it was 
not his (McNab's) mouoy; then McNab 
said that was wh.it ho meant to do with 
the money; witness told him that did not 
make any difference, McNab had never of- 
fered to return tlio money. 

Mr. W. O. Ward said that he was troas 
urer of the R ival Hospital, Victoria, and 
had been since the 3rd of April last. The 
system of receiving money from pay-pa- 
tients is that they baud the money to the 
steward of the hospital, whoso duty it is 
to hand it to the jjtreasiu\ r. There had 
boon no money handed to him by McNab, 
who was steward, as coming from John 
Elliott. Alexander McNab never inform- 
ed him tint ho bad reoeiveJ $40 from El- 
liott. The rule at the hospital for pa- 
tients who can pay is $10 a week, in ad- 
vance. 

Mr. Shotbolt, being duly sworn, said 
he was one of the directors of the Royal 
Hospital and ono of tho visiting directors 
for tiie present month. Alexander Mc- 
Nab came to witness' store on Saturday 
last; he (witness) said you have got your- 
self into serious troublo by receiving that 
SI!) from John Elliott and not accounting 
for it : McNab then said that when ho re 
ceiveii tho monny ho went toj his wife 
find had a conversation about it, whether 
bo hhouldgive it to the hospital or return 
it to Eiliott when he should leave the hos- 
pital ; tho latter course ho had finally de- 
cided on. 

Alexander McNab remained as .steward 
of tlio hospital till the l'Jth of May hist; 
the witness asked MoNab how it was ho 
did not givo El'iott tho money when he 
(McNab) loft tho hospital?; ho said, will, 
he had had a great deal of troublo and ex- 
pense and had spent the money. 

Gilbert Robinson said ho was steward 
of the Roval Hospital; he took charge ou 
tho l'Jth o'f May last, McNab was there at 
that time; be handed no money over to 
him; nor did ho say anything about it; 
nor had ho any conversation with him 
ubout it. 

Produced book of subscriptions and do- 
nations to the Royal Hospital, in which 
there is no entry of any money received at 
any time by McNab, and t horo are several 
pages cut out of the Baid bonk. 

The case was remanded till 11 a. m. on 
Thursday, to en ibl i Mr. MeElmen to re- 
eoivo instructions from his olient,and also 
to cross-examiiio tho witnesses. 

Colonel Delacombb.— Tho host of 
warm personal friends of the late com- 
mand! n of tho British troops on San Juan 
Island will bo delighted to learn that ho 
haB retired from the army with tlio rank 
of Colonel. Colonel Dolacombe bad 
served 27 years, which enabled him to 
retire on the full pay of his rank. Al- 
most immediately after leaving tho army 
ho was appointed Chief Constable of Der- 
by, being elected by a majority of 28 to 
14 over no less than 78 competitors, many 
of whom held higher rank than himself, 
and ono was a baronet. Colonel Dela- 
. combo waa a genoral favorite in British 
Columbia, and discharged the duty of 
joint governor of the disputed group for 
sevon.l years with such excellent judg- 
ment as to prevent tho occurrence of 
even the most trifling disputsa betwaou 
British and American residents.

(London Standard, July 24.) 
Tho House of Commons had no 
sooner gone into Committoo on tho 
South Africa Bill yesterday than tho 
little knot of Irreconoilubles who oc- 
cupy seats below the Opposition gang- 
way resumed their obstructive tactics. 
Tho initiative was takon by Mr. O'- 
Donnell, who, upon tho motion for 
postponing the preamble, lot! oil' with 
a counter proposal that tho Chuiriuun 
should report progress. Tlio discus- 
sion which onsued was at tho outset 
conducted with comparative calmness, 
the Chairman having oecasiou in two 
or threo instances only to assort bis 
authority by calling to ordor.and even 
Mr. Wlm Hoy addressing his ootreatios 
to Mr. ODonnoll to withdraw his mo- 
tion, though in vain. At length, when 
tho conversation had lasted somo time 
without a prospect of its being brought 
to a satisfactory closo, Mr. Monk gave 
expression to a feeling of impatience 
by exclaiming that the members who 
had takon part in it had grossly abused 
tho forms of tho House. Theu up rose 
Mr. E. Jenkins, and moved that thoso 
words bo taken down. This was sec- 
onded by Mr. Parnell, who declaring 
that "tho limits of endurance had been 
passed" by tho language addressed to 
him and those with whom ho acted; 
the Chancellor of tho Exchequer, in 
turn, suggested that Mr. Parnell'a 
words bo taken down. Hero tho Chair- 
man intimated that in his opinion the 
language of Mr. Monk was not a breach 
of order, as it did not scorn to be used 
with any malicious intention, which 
construction of his words Mr. Monk 
confirmed. Mr. Parnell thereupon 
proceeded to complain that bo was 
prevented by intimidation on tho part 
of tho members of tho Houso from do- 
ing his duty there. Rebuked for this 
assertion, tho lion, member directed 
complaint against tho English press 
for tho same reason, and turning to 
spoak of tho treatment of native raci 8 
under English rule was twice called to 
order. Finally, proclaiming that ho 
"felt satisfaction m thwarting and pre- 
venting the intentions of the Govern- 
ment," at tho instance of tho Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer these words were 
taken down, aud the Speaker being 
sent for thoy were reported to 
the Houso, tho Chancellor describ- 
ing tho circumstances under which 
they hud been uttered , and concluding, 
amid loud aud general cheering, with 
the motion that Mr. Parnell bo sus- 
pended from the House until Friday 
next, when a resolution would bo sub- 
mitted ou the conduct of tho busiurss 
of the House. Tho Speaker, thinking 
that Mr. Parnell should be heard bo- 
foro the question was put, asked tho 
hon. member whether be had anything 
to address to tho House; nnd after 
hesitation and a second iuvitation from 
the Speaker, he rose, and reiiowed his 
complaint of tbe treatment ho had re- 
ceived from certain hon. members 
and the English press. Admonished 
by the Speaker that ho must confine 
his remarks to the question before tbe 
House, namely, tho words he bad used 
iu debate, and which he was called on 
to withdraw, Mr. Parnell quitted his 
seat and retired. In his absence the 
Speaker observed that wilful and per- 
sistent obstruction of the business of 
tho House was an offence to the House 
which it was for the House itself to 
deal with. Tho Chaucollor of tho Ex- 
chequer thoreupon moved that Mr. 
Parnell, having wilfully and persistent- 
ly obstructed public business, is guilty 
of contempt of the House, and that for 
bucIi offence bo bo suspended from the 
service of tho House until Friday. 
Considerable discussion followed, in 
tho course of which Mr. Whitbrend 
romarked that though tho temper and 
patience of the House had been tried 
almost boyond endurance, and it was 
absolutely nectssary to tuko notice of 
tho obstruction offered to its proceed- 
ings, ho nevertheless deprecated hasty 
or intemperate action, and recommend- 
ed that the motion should bo postpon- 
ed to a future day. Mr. Sullivan also 
suggested that the matter should stand 
over till Friday, and tlio suggestion 
mot with the concurrence of Mr. 
Knatcbbull-Hugesaen, who, however, 
added that the time had nearly arrived 
when the Houso must take steps with 
reference to the course of obstruction 
which had been pursued by somo of 
its members. At this stage of tho pro- 
ceedings Mr. Hardy moved tho ad- 
journment of tho debute, which was 
eventually agreed to, and tho Chancel- 
lor of tho Exchequer stated that ho 
should lay a resolution or resolutions 
on tho table this day, and move on 
Friday that their consideration havo 
precedence of the other business. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Parnell returned to bis 
place, and tho House again wont into 
Committee on the South Africa Bill, 
but tho obstructives renewed their 
tactics of talking against time, and tho 
House had been sitting five hours uiid 
a quarter out of six before tho pream- 
ble, was postponed and the first clause 
put from the chair. That and tho 
second clause woro eventually agreed 
to, aud Mr. Higgar wss speaking on 
tho third when tho time for reporting 
progress arrived.

I 
Lhwiston, N.Y., Aug. (i.— Tho body of 
Eb'ss M. Bromley was found in the Nia- 
gara river atLewiston ou Saturday about 
9 a.m. Coroner George A. Franklin, of 
tho Falls, summoned a jury who viewed 
the body, nnd after listening to tlio testi- 
mony of various witnesses examined, re- 
turned the following verdict: — "That Ilia 
said Elias M. Bromley came to his death 
on Wednesday, tho 1st August, at the 
whirlpool in the township of Clifton, Out. 
by violence at the hands" of Christopher 
M Flanagan, by blows administered on 
tho head with a stone or other hard .sharp 
instrument, breaking bis skull and pro- 
ducing injuries sufficient to havo causod 
death in a short tune; and that tho said 
Bromley was then pushed or thrown into 
the river by tho said Flanagan and drown- 
ed." 

A fortnight ago, a mau at Capo Island, 
Shelburno County, N. S., being troubled 
with a slight toothache, applied a certain 
kind of "drops,' sold as a remedy for it. 
Ho was immediately i-eizod with violout 
pains, aoroinpanied with insatiable thirst. 
Tho symptoms were declared to bo extra- 
ordinary, and medical skill was of no 
avail. He continued to driuk large quan- 
tities of water— about four gallons per 
day— aud died within a week from tho 
time of taking tho "toothache medieino." 

The Lindsay Post says: — Tho scholar 
heading the list of thoso who passed the 
recent High School entrance examination 
held horo is a young Icelander of about 
twenty years, whose example should stim- 
ulate pupils in moro favored oiroumstan- 
cos. He received vory littlo education in 
Iceland, in fact never attended school un- 
til a few months ago, and last summer 
worked ou tlio railway to earn the means 
to support him while attending school in 
winter. He has mado the vory best pos- 
sible uso of his time, and now stands at 
the head of his class. Ho will probably 
havo to work on tho railway again to earn 
funds for another period of schooliug. 
He will no doubt make his mark in the 
world yet. 

Tlio Dnudns True Banner snys: — '• On 
Saturday last (21st July) a most nufortu- 
nato affair happened iu* West Flamboro' 
village, resulting in tho death of a child 
threo years and a half old, son of Mr. 
George Kent, painter, of this placo. It 
appear ti nt the child had been unwell, 
and Dr. Shaver being called iu prescrib- 
ed some powders— one to be taken each 
morning and evenincr. On Thursday 
morning one of tho powders wero admin- 
istered, arid in a few minutes the child 
was seized with convulsions and died iu 
twenty minutes. An inquest was held on 
tho body by Dr. Biggar, of Lyndon, and 
an analysis of the powders, which were 
believed to bo composed of sautooine, 
established to fact that thoy contained a 
quautity of strychnine which is precisely 
like sautonino in color and every other 
respect. Dr. Walker, ussis.ed by Dr 
Davidson, held a po^t mortem examination 
on tho body, and thoy reported that death 
might havo resulted cither from tho dis- 
eased state of tho kidneys or from strych- 
nine Ev.denco was produced to HhoW 
that Dr Shavor had purchased the pow- 
der, whioh ho supposed was sautonino, 
from Dr. Stark, druggist, of Hamilton; 
that Dr. Stark's sautonino stock bottle 
had been examined and its contents ana- 
lyzed, aud that it was found to contain a 
large portion of .strychnine; and further, 
that Dr. Sturk had purchased tho Banton- 
ine in question at tho whole- alo drug 
store of Winner it Go , Hamilton, where 
a further examination n suited in tho dis- 
covery that their stock of santouine was 
mixed with strychnine.
